Sale ofthe American Relief Ad- 
ministration Food Drafts is to be dis- 
continued after April’30, it is stated 
in a letter received by A. O. Wilson, 
vice president of the State National 
Bank, from Herbert Hoover, chair- 
man of the American Relief Admin- 
istration. The letter states that a 
survey of economic conditions in the 
five European countries served by 
the food draft has been completed, 
and that conditions indicate that the 


purpose of the food draft has been 
fulfilled. : 


“The Government of each of these 
countries is either in process of dis- 
solving control of food trade or con- 
templates doing so at an early date,” 
the letter says. ‘This will relievé 
the economic situation which was the 
determining factor in. creating the 
food draft plan.” 


The letter also announces that in 
the past 14 monthe approximately 
280,000 drafts have been sold, rep- 
resenting just short of $7,000,000 in 
foodstuffs, delivered in the five coun- 


|tries where the relief administration 


has been operating. 


“The number of people relieved is 
difficult to estimate, but it would not 
be far short to say that food has 
been provided for about 1,000,000 
persons without call upon general 
charity,” the letter adde.
